Relations between Vatican City and 
the Fascist State reached a crisis on 
May 29, 1981. 

During the night of May 28 and the 
morning of May 29, bands of Fascist 
youth attacked Catholic institutions in 
all sections of Rome. Parades were

daily paper published in Vatican City, 
were seized together with copies of a 
book entitled “Il Papa,” and these 
were carried to Plazza Colonna and 
there burned near the entrance to the 
Ministry of Foreign Relations; an- 
other group of rioters, seizing a por- 
trait of the Holy Father, carried it to 
the street and in the midst of a mob 
howling “Behold the traitor to his 
country!” “Down With the Pope!” 
“Death to the Pope!” it was trampled 
under foot and destroyed. 

Events immediately leading up to 
this crisis began with a speech deliv- 
ered on April 21 at Milan by Dyputy 
Giovanni Glurriati, Secretary and 
recognized spokesman of the ascist 
Party. Giurriati accused Cathelic Ac- 
tion with pursuing political ends.
